On account of the February freeze 


"the citrus fruit shipments from Flor- 
ida^from Sept 15 to the end of Decem- 
ber show a great decrease from last 
•year's reports, according to the rec- 
ords of the railroads. In addition to 
the shortage of fruit the transporta- 
tion facilities have been limited and 
an approximate estimate of 350 boxes 
•of fruit to the car bave been shipped 
this year, while only 330 boxes, ap- 
proximately, were shipped in one car 
last year. 


From Sept. 15 to Dec. 26, 1916, 10,- 


486 cars of fruit had been sent out, 
»nd .this year, 6,609 cars had been 
•shipped, and it is learned from the 
•figures of the shipments that the or- 
ange shortage is greater than the 
grapefruit.

According to F. L. Skelley, general 


snles manager for the Florida Citru's

In the figures given for the two years 
it is seen that nearly twice as many 


, oranges were shipped last year, and 


the grapefruit decrease 
is not as 


•great. Mr. Skelley explains that there 
will be between 4,000 and 5,000 cars of 
oranges yet to be shipped, and that 
the car shortage will likely be retlev- 


_ <ed soon, since the holiday rush is 


•over and the government Is making 
•an effort to relieve the congestion. 


In a statement, Mr. Skelley says:

SWING ONE CIRCUIT OF OVER- 


HEAD WIRES FOR CONNECTION 


TO CORONADO. 


A. A. Buck, general superintendent 


for the Brevard County Telephone 
company, was in the city several days 
this week, coming here to see what 
could be done in the matter of sup- 
plying better telephone service to the 
people of Coronado. 


For the present, arrangements are 


being made to string one circuit of 
wires across the bridge to give the 
residents of Coronado at least one cir- 
cuit connection with the local switch- 
board. Additional service will be given 
Just as soon as possible. 


In order to give the subscribers on 


the other side of the.river better tele- 
phone service, the company decided 
some time ago to put in an entirely 
new submarine cable' laying it on tbe 
bottom of the river, mid preparations 
for putting in this new cable were 
started at that time. The new cable, 
which is to be larger and considerably 
longer than the one which has been 
doing service In the water, was order- 
ed at that time and assurances were 
given that it would be delivered early 
in December. 


Before the cable could be delivered* 


however, the United States govern- 
ment commandeered all submarine 
cable manufactured and not in use, 
and all that could be turned out by 
the plants manufacturing it. This took 
the cable made for ; ervice here and it 
is impossible for the local telephone 
company to purchase submarine cable 
from any source at(.his time.

AT LOW RATE OF INTEREST. 


Reorganization 


National 
Farm 


of the East Coast 
Loan 
association, 


which was v formed in this city last 
spring, will take place at a meeting 
of the members of the old organic 
tion and those who desire to become 
members to be held at the State bank 
next Tuesday afternoon at 3 o'clock. 
This is a branch of the national farm 
loan bank, and the territory to be cov- 
ered by the local association will em- 
brace 'the whole of Volusia county. 
According to the terms of the federal 
farm loan bank; act there, can be but 
one such organization in each county. 


At the time the organization -was 


formed here last spring it was plan- 
ned to take in the farmers In the ter- 
ritory from Daytona south to Tltns- 
ville, and dome of the farmers who 
made applications for loans and mem- 
bership at that time are not residents 
of Volusia county. 


Recently there has been a strong* 


sentiment among the farmers in this 
vicinity for the organization of a 
branch of the federal land bank, .for 
the purpose of borrowing money from 
the federal government on long, time 
to develop lands in this section. Under 


the provisions of the taw approved 
loans can be obtained on developed 
and undeveloped lands to the extent 
of I 
of the valuation, the interest 


rate to be 5%%, extending over a 
period of 36 yean. 


Only farmers who are borrowers 


under the provisions of the farm loan 
act may become members of the lo- 
cal association, and applications for a 
total of $20,000 in loans must be In 
when appUcation for charter is made. 
All officers and directors must be 
chosen from among the members, 
who are borrowers for the purpose of 
developing farm lands. 


K. T. Adams of Kentucky, who is 


interested In the development of 
some lands in the south part of 
Turnbull hammock, has been spend- 
ing much time recently in interest- 
Ing the farmers of this section in the 
reorganization of the loan association. 
He is well versed in the provisions of 
the law and will be at the meeting 
next Tuesday to explain any features 
not thoroughly understood by any of 
the farmers. The matter will be dis- 
cussed at the meeting of tha local 
farmers' union tomorrow night.

Since the publication by the News 


last week of the proposition of the 
United States government to furnish 
seed and contract for the crop pro 
ductlon of castor beans for the pur 
pose of obtaining lubricating oil for 
airplane engines, the News has tax 
a number of inquiries as to what kind 
of castor beans are raised for this 
purpose, how to plant, methods of cul 
tivatlon, etc. 


The following Information on castor 


beans has been furnished the News 
by P. H. Rolfs, director of the Uni- 
versity of Florida- division of agri- 
cultural extension: 


The main supply of castor beau 


to th* United States In recent yean 
has been from India, but recently this 
supply-has been Interrupted by dif- 
ficulties lu transportation. Formerly 
• considerable amount of teed was 
produced In Oklahoma, Kansas, Ill- 
inois and Missouri, but owing to the 
expense of collecting the seed other 
crops became mere profitable. A num- 
ber of attempts have been made It 
Florida "to grow castor beans on i 
commercial scale, but this hat not 
succeeded to the extent of making a 
regular crop. 


The plant 


•oil 


will mature 
seed on 


neatly all the dry lands In Florida, 
giving best returns on good cotton 
and citrus grove land. Some seed can 
be produced even without fertilizer, 
on black jack ridges or spruce pine- 
land. 
THe production, however. Is 


so small .that It would not be profit- 
able under ordinary circumstances. 
Land that Is likely to become water- 
logged or overflowed will not lie sat- 
isfactory. 
The richest truck land, 


while giving extremely large plant 


growth, usually produces a disappoint- 
ing amount of seed. 


Preparation of Land 


Preparation of the land for castor 


beans- Is the same as for other crops, 
the better the land is prepared the 
more likely one Is to get large crop 
returns. 
A well prepared seed bed 


will give a large percentage of germin- 
ation and rapid growth of tbe plants. 
It Is advisable to give the plants a 
good opportunity for making a rapid 
growth, early. 


In planting it Is well to drop two 


or thro* beans to the hill and when 
th* plants are about 6 Inches tall all 
but the most vigorous plant ^should 


There are many varieties of castor 


beans, most of them being grown for 
ornamental purposes. 
These should 


not be planted for oil production, as 
they are likely to have a low content 
and be poor croppm. The Indian or 
Bombay will probably be as good a* 
any. 
The variety formerly grown In 


Kansas for oil, and planted to some 
extent In Florida, produces a smaller 
bean-but seems to be a satisfactory 
producer. 
The Indian bean runs 


about 1200 to the pound, and the 
Kansas variety runs about double that 
amount. The Indian variety will run 
about KO.OOO beans to the bushel, and 
he Kansas variety runs attout 100,000 
o the bushel of 46 pounds. 


If the rows are made 6 feet apart, 


he hills 4 feet apart In the row and 
he seed dropped three to the hill It 
will require S444 seeds to plant an 
acre. A bushel of the Indian variety

The purpose of the Daytona meeting 
is to further perfect working plans 
ana rules of business, so that all ho- 
tels and restaurants of the state can 
be and will be operated under a uni- 
form system In line with the Ideas of 
food conservation. The Daytona meet- 
ing will be attended by hunllreds of 
hotel men and all who go there will 
have an opportunity of expressing 
their views on the subject of catering 
to the needs sit the winter visitors 
and the patrons of cafes and res- 
taurants. 


Food Administrator Beacham hope* 


to see this meeting develop a plan of 
action that will leave no doubt M to 
the attitude of the hotel men of Flor- 
ida, and also expects such general 
co-operation of the hotel men as will 
obviate the necessity for further rul- 
ings by the food administration In the 
matter of safe guarding needed ar- 
ticles of food. 


Since the hotels of Florida are call- 


ed upon to care for so many thou-- 
sands of visitors each winter, Mr. 
Beacham wants them to have a uni- 
form system of serving food so that 
better results can be obtained In food 
conservation, and at the same time 
the hotel men can be benefitted by 
cooperating In a way that will not al- 
low one to have an advantage over, 
another.

After the rainy 


season sets in the plants will shade 
the ground to such an extent that 
weeds are not likely to be trouble- 
some. 


Harvesting 


The seed heads must be collected 


soon after they -are ripe, otherwise 
much of the crop may be lost, either 
by shelling out or by molding In moist 
weather. 
They should be cut from 


the plant and dropped into bags or 
baskets in the most speedy and con- 
venient way 
When these bags or 


baskets have been filled they may be 
carried to the middles and left for 
hauling. The harvesting is the most 
expensive operation connected with 
the castor bean crop. Each grower 
must handle his labor and methods 
for harvesting so as to be most eco- 
nomical for his particular condition. 


Planting 


The-seed should be planted as early 


in the spring as soil -conditions will 
permit. In extreme south Florida this 
will be some time during the latter 
part of February or in March; in 
north and* west Florida it should be 
at the same time that cotton is plant- 
ed, or a little earlier. 


Before the beans are planted they 


may be soaked In warm water for 24 
hours.

Fertilization 


r 
The 
fertilization of castor beans 


should be similar to that of corn or 
cotton; that is , on land with a fair 
supply or humus, capable of produc- 
ing 30 bushels of corn per acre, no fer- 
tilizer will be needed, but on thin, 
sandy land an application of 400 to 
600 pounds of fertilizer analyzing 
about 4% ammonia, applied just be- 
fore planting the seed, Is advisable. 


Some varieties shatter readily, and 


these should be handled carefully to 
avoid waste. In the final drying of 
pods, before they are ready to be 
ihreshed, it will be necessary to ex- 
pose them to the sun. In the case 
of varieties that shatter (sometimes 
called poppers) this will have to be 


done on a plank floor or platform with 
sides six or eight feet high, either 
cloth or planking to catch the seed 
as they pop out, so that the beans 
that shell out may be readily scooped 
up and cleaned. The pile will have 
to be forked over from time to time 
so as to dry the beans uniformly. With 
some varieties, a specially construct- 
ed machine is required for removing 
the beans from the pod. In the west 
home made machines with cylinders 
or rollers were so adjusted that the 
pods when fed in were crushed but 
the seed left uninjured. 
A fanning 


mill was then used to remove the 
hulls, chaff and dirt from the beans. 
After that they were sacked for the 
market.

at this rate will plant a little over 
nine acres. 


The seed may be planted by means 


of a eon or velvet bean planter. The 
places should be drilled so as to drop 
a seed every foot or IS Inches. 
If 


dropped at Intervals of one foot It will 
require 7SW seeds, if at 18 inches, 
4840 seeds to plant an acre. When 
the plants are about six Inches high 
they should be thinned out so as to 
stand about three or four feet apart

Cultivation

For the present, arrangements are 


being made to string one circuit o 
wires across the bridge to give th 
residents of Coronado at least one cir 
cult connection with the local switch 
board. Additional service will be give: 
Just as soon as possible. 


In order to give the subscribers on 


the other side of the.river better tele 
phone service, the company decidec 
some time ago to put in an entirely 
new submarine cable' laying it on the 
bottom of the river, mid preparation 
for putting in this new cable were 
started at that time. The new cable 
which is to be larger and considerably 
onger than the one which has been 
doing service in the water, was order 
ed at that time and assurances were 
given that it would be delivered earlj 
n December. 


Before the cable could be delivered* 


however, the United States govern 
merit commandeered all submarine 
cable manufactured and not in use 
and all that could be turned out by 
he plants manufacturing it. This took 
he cable made for ; ervicc here and it 
s impossible for the local telephone 
company to purchase submarine cable 
rom any source at(,his time.

circumstances, Mr 


Buck decided to string the circuit of 
iverhead wires acr: ss to Coronado 
and furnish the best service possible 


ith this circuit.

ASSOCIATION IS NOW PLANNED 


BRANCH OF FEDERAL LAND BANK HERE WILL GIVE 


FARMERS CHANCE TO BORROW ON LONG TIME 


AT LOW RATE OF INTEREST. 


Reorganization 


National 
Farm 


of the East Coast 
Loan 
association, 


which was v formed in this city last 
spring, will take place at a meeting 
of the members of the old organiza- 
tion and those who desire to become 
members to be held at the State bank 
next Tuesday afternoon at 3 o'clock. 
This is a branch of the national farm 
loan bank, and the territory to be cov- 
ered by the local association will em- 
brace 'the whole of Volusia county. 
According to the terms of the federal 
farm loan bank act there, can be but 
one such organization in each county. 


At the time the organization -was 


formed here last spring it was plan- 
ned to take In the farmers In the ter- 
ritory from Daytona south to Titus- 
ville, and dome of the farmers who 
made applications for loans and mem1 
bershlp at that time are not residents 
of Volusia county. 


Recently there has been a strong* 


sentiment among the farmers in this 
vicinity for the 
organization 
of a 


branch of the federal land bank, .for 
he purpose of borrowing money from 
he federal government on long, time 
to develop lands in this section. Under 


the provisions of the taw approve* 
loans can be obtained on developed 
and undeveloped lands to the exten 
of 60% of the valuation, the interes 
rate to be 6%%, extending over 
period of 36 yean. 


Only farmers who are borrowers 


under the provisions ot the farm loan 
act may become members of the lo 
cal association, and applications for a 
total of $20,000 In loans must be in 
when application for charter is made 
All officers and directors must be 
chosen from among the members 
who are borrowers for the purpose o 
developing farm lands. 


K. T. Adams of Kentucky, who Is 


interested In the development o 
some lands in the south part o 
Turnbull hammock, has been spend 
Ing much time recently in interest 
ing the farmers of this section in the 
reorganization of the loan association 
He is well versed in the provisions o 
the law and will be at the meeting 
next Tuesday to explain any features 
not thoroughly understood by any of 
the farmers. The matter will be dis 
cussed at the meeting of tha local 
farmers' union tomorrow night.

The plant will mature seed on 


nearly all the dry lands In Florida, 
giving best returns on good cotton 
and citrus grove land. Some seed can 
be produced even without fertilizer, 
on black jack ridges or spruce pine- 
land. 
THe production, however, is 


so small 'that It would not be profit- 
able under ordinary circumstance*. 
Land that Is likely to become water- 
logged or overflowed will not lie sat- 
isfactory. 
The richest truck land, 


while giving extremely large plant 


growth, usually produces a disappoint- 
ing amount of seed. 


Preparation of Land 


Preparation of the land for castor 


beans- Is the same as for other crops, 
the better the land is prepared the 
more likely one Is to get large crop 
returns. 
A well prepared seed bed 


will give a large percentage of germin- 
ation and rapid growth of the plants. 
It Is advisable to give the plants a 
good opportunity for making a rapid 
growth, early. 


Amount of Seed 


In planting it Is well to drop two 


or three beans to the hill and when 
the plants are about 6 Inches tall all 
but the meet vigorous plant ..should 


There are many varieties ot castor 


beans, most ot them being grown for 
ornamental purposes. These should 
not be planted for oil production, as 
ther are likely to hare a low content 
and be poor croppers. The Indian or 
Bombay will probably be as good M 
any. 
The variety formerly grown In 


Kansas tor oil, and planted to tome 
extent In Florida, produces a smaller 
bean but teems to be a satisfactory 
producer. 
The Indian bean runs 


about 1200 to the pound, and the 
Kansas variety runs about double that 
amount. The Indian variety will run 
about KO.OOO beans to the bushel, and 
the Kansas variety runs attout 100,000 
to the bushel of 46 pounds. 


If the rows are made 6 feet apart, 


the hills 4 feet apart In the row and 
the seed dropped three to the hill It 
will require S444 seeds to plant an 
acre. A bushel of the Indian variety

BOLSHEVIK AND BOLSHEVIK) 
Many people appear to be confused 


in the meaning of the words Bolshe- 
vik and Bolehevikl, and the News has 
bad many inquiries as to the differ- 
ence in meaning between the two 
•words. The only difference is that 
one is an adjective and the' other a 
noun, the same dfference as, that be- 
tween Democratic and Democrats. 


In a recent issue the Nashville Ban- 


ner makes the following explanation: 
.Bolshevik! is the name of a politi- 


cal party. The word is IB the plural 
form. We speak of them as w* would 
of tli« Democrat*, but we say the Bol- 
shevik prlnlcples or purposes as we 
would speak of the Democratic plat- 
form. 


A number of newspapers appear to 


be confused In the use of the two 
words. The Literary Digest and other 
publications that are well informed 
and circumspect in their use of words, 
have observed this difference from 
the first, but It IB only now beginning 
to be used In the press dispatches in 
this country, and it appears to have 
got 
some proofreaders 
somewhat 


mixed." 
We first heard of the extreme so- 


cialists In Russia as Maximalists as 
opposed to the Minimalist, two Latin 
derivatives quite clear in their sig- 
nificance. Bolshevik! is Russian "for 
Maximalist. They want the maximum 
of what Socialism stands for. Liter- 
ally the word means those who de- 
mand the most. The difference be- 
tween Bolshevik and Bolshevik! Is one 
of grammatical Inflection only. 
It 


would be easy of comprehension to 
the average American if the words 
were familiar. The words are really 
no more difficult than Democratic ana 
Democrats, two Greek derivatives 
that have become familiar by popular 
use, and originally, possibly, sounded 
pompous, and were not easily accom- 
modated to the Anglo-Saxon tongue. 


Russian not being a very cultivated 


language, or one ot much consequence 
in either the literary or commercial 
world, is not taught in the schools of 
this country, and there Is probably 
not one American in ten thousand 
who has any idea how to pronounce 
it, but it has been said in current 
prints that Bolshevik! is pronounced 
very much as an English word of' the 
same spelling would be, except that 
the "h" in the second syllable is si- 
lent. 
It la quite an easy word, in- 


deed, for the English speaking tongue 
to wrestle with, compared with others 
eastern front since the war began. 
Przemysl, for instance, Pskof an 
others, with an Impossible combin 
tion of consonants. The names 
Galicia and those of other Slav pe 
pie 
of various Austrian province 


can't be sounded by Americans. Man 
Russian names are equally as bad, buj 
Bol-she-vi-kl is not one of them.

t this rate will plant a little over 
tine acres 
The seed may be planted by meant 


»f a corn or velvet bean planter. The 
places should be drilled to M to drop 
a seed every foot or IS Inches 
If 


dropped at Intervals ot one foot It will 
require 7SW seeds, if at 18 Inches, 
4840 seeds to plant an acre. When 
the plants are about six inches high 
they should be thinned out so as to 
(and about three or four feet apart 
on the poorer soils and farther apart 
on rich tolls - 


Cultivation 


In the castor bean crop, as well M 


any other farm crop. It will pay to pre- 
pare a good seed bed and this will be 
practically halt the cultivation.

eed usually germinates quickly, but

If the soil 
is fertile and moist the plants may be 
shoulder high before the first spikes 
appear. On poor land the seed spikes 
may appear before the plants are 
knee high. On good land less culti- 
vation will be necessary, except for 
keeping down weeds. 
Otf poor land 


more cultivation will be necessary to 
stimulate growth. 
After the rainy 


season sets in the plants will shade 
the ground to such an extent that 
weeds are not likely to be trouble- 


Harvesting 


The seed heads must be collected 


Boon after they -are ripe, otherwise 
much of the crop may be lost, either 
by shelling out or by molding in moist 
weather. 
They should be cut from 


the plant and dropped into bags or 
baskets in the most speedy and con- 
venient way 
When these bags or 


baskets have been filled they may be 
carried to the middles and left for 
hauling The harvesting is the most 
expensive operation connected with 
the castor bean crop. Each grower 
must handle his labor and methods 
for harvesting so as to be most eco- 
nomical for his particular condition 


Planting 


The-seed should be planted as early 


in the spring as soil conditions will 
permit In extreme south Florida this 
will be some time during the latter 
part ot February or in March; in 
north and* west Florida it should be 
at the same time that cotton is plant- 
ed, or a little earlier 


Before the beans are planted they 


may be soaked in warm water for 24 
hours 
Swelling the seeds will give 


quicker germination and secure, a

Fertilization 


The fertilization of castor beans 


should be similar to that of corn or 
cotton, that is , on land with a fair 
supply or humus, capable of produc 
Ing 30 bushels of corn per acre, no fer- 
tilizer will be needed, but on thin, 
sandy land an application of 400 to 
600 pounds of fertilizer analyzing 
about 4% ammonia, applied just be- 
fore planting the eeed, is advisable 


Some varieties shatter readily, and 


these should be handled carefully to 
avoid waste 
In the final drying of 


pods before they are ready to be 
ihreshed, it will be necessary to ex 
pose them to the sun 
In the case 


of varieties that shatter (sometimes 
called poppers) this will have to be 


done on a plank floor or platform with 
sides six or eight feet high, either 
cloth or planking to catch the seed 
as they pop out, so that the beans 
that shell out may be readily scooped 
up and cleaned 
The pile will have 


to be forked over from time to time 
so as to dry the beans uniformly. With 
some varieties a specially construct- 
ed machine is required for removing 
the beans from the pod 
In the west 


home made machines with cylinders 
or rollers were so adjusted that the 
pods when fed in were crushed but 
the seed left uninjured. 
A fanning 


mill was then used to remove the 
hulls, chaff and dirt from the beans. 
After that they were sacked tor the 
market.
